FOUGHT FOR HER CHILD. 


A WOMAN'S DESPERATE STRUGGLE WITH 
TWO SAVAGE DOGS. 


Mrs. Mary Kelley Saves Her Five-Year-Old 
Son at the Risk of Her Own Life—She At- 
tacks Two Bull Dogs with Her Bare Hands 
~The Child Badly Bitten—The Vicious 
Brutes Attack Another Mother and Child 
and Wound Both of Them—A Terrible 
Experience. 


Mrs. Mary Kelley, wife of James Kelley, a 
gilder doing business at Seventh and Olive 
streets and living at Mount Vernon and Vista 
avenues, passed through an experience yes- 
terday, which she will never forget and 
in which she proved herself a woman of re- 


@markable courage and presence of mind. Un- 


aided and with her bare hands she fought two 
savage bull-dogs in a small shed and rescued 
her five-year-old son from a terrible death. 
Mrs, Kelley lives in a neat brick house on 
Vista avenue about 100 yards west of Mount 
Vernon avenue. Back of her house, fronting 
on Hunt avenue, is a one-story 
brick house, owned by Mrs. 
Kelley and occupied by Mr. 
and Mrs. Fred Walsh. Mr. Walsh is a caller 
at Wear, Boogher & Go’s. dry goods house, 
and accompanied wite to Rochester, 
N. T., to attend her ther's funeral about a 
week ago, and h not yet returned. 
The Walshes owned a pair of full-blooded 


bulldogs, powerful brutes, but not known to 
be vicious. The dogs have been in 
the neighborhood for a year and have 
shown no disposition to be troublesome to the 
neighbors. Ihe female had a litter of young 

ups, and during the absence of the Walshes 

rs. Kelley promised to feed and care for them. 
She has four children, and as the children fre- 
quently fed the dogs they seemed to be gentle 
and fond of them, showing 

SHOWING NO DISPOSITION TO BITE. 

Between the Kelly and Walsh houses there 
is a closed alley, and on the Walsh 
side of it is a small shed about 
8 by 10 feet in dimensions, in which the 
pups were kept ina box provided forthem. A 
window about two feet square ana three feet 
from the ground opens on the alley 
and a doorway opens into the 
Walsh yard. The Kelleys have been 
accustomed to feed the dogs which were 
loose in the yard throughthe window or over 
the fence, and the Kelley children would fre- 
quently lean through the window to look at 
and pet the pups. 

Yesterday afternoon Mrs. Kelley went down 
town and returned about 5 o’clock. She met 
her children on Hunt avenue and 
took them home with her. Lit- 
tle Alex Kelley, her 5-vear-old son 
was with the group. His mother thought 
that he had followed her home. A few min- 
utes after she arrived at her house she heard 
the dogs growling and barking, 
but thought nothing of it until she 
heard a child scream in the direction of the 
dog-house. Not dreaming it was one of her 
own children, but thinking that some child 
might be in danger, she ran to the 
alley and was horror-stricken to hear the 
savage growling and barking of the dogs 
mingling with the screams of a child inside 
the shed, In an instant she 
was at the window, and her 
terror and agony can be better Imagined than 
described when she saw her little boy Alex on 
the floor and the powerful brutes foaming with 
— tearing the flesh from his head and face, 
and shaking him with vicious vigor as aterrier

shakes a rat. The little 
was screaming and trying to 
back the dogs, but was at 
their mercy. Every moment seemed an hour 
to the agonized mother, and she expected to 
see her child 

TORN IN PIECES 
before hereyes. She had no weapon or stick, 
but in an instant her mind was made up, and 
with the desperation of fear and horror she 
sprang through te window opening 
and attacked the dogs courage- 
ously with marvelous quickness 
and presence of mind in the supreme moment 
of danger she caught both of the brutes by 
their throatss, one in each hand and tore them 
from the prostrate child. Desperate fear 
gave her strength and she threw the dogs 
to the floor holding their throats 
and a fearful stsuggie ensued, The door was 
open and by asuperbuman effort Mrs. Kelley 
threw one of the dogs out of it and struggled 
to et the other out. The dog on the 
outside fought to get in' and the fght 
between the woman and the two 
dogs was a terrible one. Finally she 
forced the second one out, and as they 
both returned to the attack she closed 
the door quickly and caught their heads be- 
tween the door and the post, holding them 
there until her daughter, a girl of 10, had 
assisted her brother out of the window. 
Mrs. Kelley then let go of the door and jumped 
out ofthe window. Intheir fury the dogs bit 
large are of wood from the door. 

While Mrs. Kelley was Aghting with the dogs 
Mrs. Katherine Oertie, who lives on Hunt 
avenue opposite the Walshes, hearing 
the screains ran around to the shed 
ust as Mrs. Kelley escaped. Mrs. Oertle ran 

ack to see if her children were safe, and 
the infuriated 9 followed her 
around inside the fence, and just as 
she had reached the etreet and had picked up 
her little boy to run into the house the dogs 
had forced the gate open and attacked her. 
She held her child up at arm’s 
length and the dogs ge at her. One 
of them fastened its teeth in her side, tearing 
out a strip of flesh, and as she stooped from 
pain the other caught the child’s leg and arm 

AND MANGLED THEM FRIGHTFULLY. 

Mr. Kelien, a neighbor, and his wife came to 
her rescue. He had arevolver and his wife a 
hatchet and they drove the dogs 
from Mrs. Oertle and back into the 
Walsh ard. They were kept in 
there fighting through the fence until 
Officer Hess of the mounted police arrived and 
dispatched them with his revolver. One of 
the bulldogs caught the revolver in his mouth 
and left the marks of his teeth on it before the 
ofticer could fire. 

Mrs. Kelley was seen at her home this morn- 
ing by a PosT-DISPATCH repoiter. She had 
not vet recovered from her fright and the 
terrible strain she suffered yesterday, but 
described her fight with the dogs to save her 
child’s life. ‘‘I scarcely know howl did it,’’ 
she said. 1 havent a reat deal of 
strength, but God helpe me and 
brought me to the shed just 
in time. I had justreturned from down town 
and metthe children inthe street. I thought 
they all came bome with me, but Alex came 
in the back way and went to look at 
the pups. He had fed the dogs and the 
seemed fond of him. I heard the dogs growl. 
ing, but thought nothing of it until I heurd 
the seream. I did not think 
it was one of my children, but 
thought a child was in distress.

AN EPIDEMIC OF RABIES. 


Cattle, Horses and Hogs Bitten by Mad Dogs 
in Dakota. 


YANKTON, Dak., June 12.—Twenty-five head 
of cattle have died inthis county during the 
last few days from hydrophobia, transmitted 
to them by half a dozen mad dogs, which have 
been running through the county biting cattle, 
hogs and horses and spreadingthe rabies 
through the medium of other dogs. At Ver- 
milion a man, one womanand two children 
were bitten a few daysago. Fifty dogs have 
been killed in this county, and the Board of 
Health has ordered all dogs not muzzled to be 
shot. Two horses, two cows and some hogs 
died of hydrophobia at Gayville yesterday. 
The report has reached here that Bonholme 
and Clay Counties are similarly afflicted.

LOCATION PURCHASED ON TWENTIETH 
STREET AND WASHINGTON AVENUE. 


Purchases of Property for Approaches to the 
Site Being Made Under Cover—Elevated or 
Sub-Surface Tracks to Be Coustructed 
from Tayon Avenue Bridge—Company 
Officers Reticent.

There have been rumors of a new Union 


Depot to be constructed to replace the present 
unsightly structure, The rumors have taken 
various absurd forms, but one has been 
tenacious of life, and is now reduced by many 
to acertainty. The Union Depot Railway and 
Transit Company wishes to 
depot on the block between Washing- 
ton avenue and Lucas place, Twentieth 
and Twenty-first streets. It is understood 
among real estate agents that the bulk of the 
property there and leading from Eighteenth 
and Clarks avenue west of the bridge to the 
proposed depot has deen purchased, 
or options are held for it. This 
has been done under cover, through 
the agents and curb. brokers. No 


transfers have been recorded, and on proper- 
ty for which options to purchase are held the 
taxes and other costs charged against it are to 
be paid by the parties recorded as owners un- 
til such a time as the purchases are actually 
made.

ready to ask for permission to cross 
the streets. The route lies renee 
M natural depression, which n 
the early days may have been 
the bottom of a guily draining that portion of 
the city lying now between Seventeenth and 
Beaumont streets. The elevations on either side 
of this depression have been modified by the 
growth of the city, but the depression still ex- 
ists 41 marked. The tracks in Mill 
Creek Valley lie ten feet below Clark avenue, 
at the point west of the bridge where the start 
across the city will be made; at Market street 
the level is raised nearly three feet more, at 
Chestnut the 7 — begins to be marked;

He razed the fac- 
tory.and a ruined cellar still marks the site 
of that great obstruction to the growth of that 
section of the city. Itis said Kelly has sold 
the property to the Union Depot Company.

POLITICS. 


The Increase in Representation in the State 
Convention. 


A prominent local politician, in a conversa- 
tion with a POsT- DISPATCH reporter this morn- 
ing, predicted that the apportionment of dele- 
gates in the next State Convention, made last 
Tuesday by the Democratic State Central 
Committee, would be very unfavorably 


received in some of the large Democratic 
counties. It appears that the distribution of 
representatives onthe basis of the vote cast 
in the Hancock campaign, works to the ad- 
vantage ofthis city and to the great disad- 
vantage the counties, for the reason 
that in the econnties the Democratic 
vote was much larger for Cleveland than for 
Hancock, whilethe contrary was the case in 
the city. Thus the city gains between ten and 
fifteen delegates while large Democratic coun- 
ties like Vernon and Bates receive no creditfor 
the large increase in their vote in the last Presi- 
dential campaign. When the country politicians 
have their eyes opened on the situation it is 
probable that an explosion will follow.

Suffering Workingmen. 


CHICAGO, June 12.—The number of instru- 
ments filed for record in the Recorder’s office 
in this city has increased within a month ina 
manner which occasions a little surprise. 


There has been a slight increase in the num- 
ber of deeds, the at increase being in chat- 
tel mortgages. ithin six weeks the usual 
number has wore than doubled. A loan agent 
who handles many such instruments says that 
he can attribute this increase in chattel mort- 
gages to nothing else but the strikes 
an labor troubles. Many mechan- 
ics and laborers who were out of em- 
ployment were also out of money. Having 
no other means of raising cash with which to 
purchase the necessities of life and pay rent, 
they were forced to borrow moneyand give 
chattel mortgages upon their household 
goods. By reference tothe record of chattel 
mortgages, it is seen that within one week 
there have been 397 instruments of this class 
recorded. They representa total valuation 
of $99,882, or an average of about $251. Ot the 
897 instruments there were 263 which were 
mortgages on furniture, such as household 
goods, with an occasional piano in- 
cluded. Ve few of the furniture 
mortgages represented an amonnt in 
excess of $100 and the greater number were for 
very sinall sums. The attention of a County 
Commissioner was called to these facts when 
he remarked that it meant a great deal more 
than the factthat they were ont of employ- 
ment and out of money. It would show itself 
later in the season when cold weather set in in 
un unusually heavy demand upon the County 
Agent for assistance. Men could get along 
some wayin the summer, but when winter 
came the increased demand upon the county 
for fuel, bread, meat and help generally, 
would probably be 50 per cent greater than it 
was last winter.

There were some telegrams from Southern 
Minnesota reporting weather hot and sultry, 
but Dakota had fine rains last night. C. May, a 
miller of Casselton, Dak., wired J. W. Booth 4 
Sons: ‘‘Weather fine; rain plenty; crop pros- 
Ov Arst- rate. D. PF. Grier stated that he 
ad received letters written last night from his 
firm’s travelling men, which said 
the oat crop of Northern 
Kansas and Southern Nebraska is totally de- 
stroyed by drouth,that section not having had 
Train for weeks. The early-planted corn 
is all right so far and rain a 
week hence will prevent damage, but 
late - planted corn is dried entirely out. Wheat 
will not be over a quarter crop, the heads 
having dried so that they could not 
fill out. Francis , Bros.’ Chicago  cor- 
respondent wired them: ‘‘Quite general 
rains extreme Northwest and  hailstorms. 
Dakota, wires down and news meagre. Min- 
nesota, still hot—very badforcrop. Nebraska, 
wheat rusting and indications of a very light 
yield.lowa, weather unfavorable.This all comes 
direct from our men, is reliable and confident 
conservative views of the situation.’’ The 
above were fair samples of the crop 
news received on — * to-day. The 
rains in the Northwest had more effect 
than anything else aud evoked rather more 
desire to sell. As usual on a Saturday there 
was nothing new in European markets 
and they were simply quoted dull, 
though No. 2 spring and California 
were marked down 1d by Beerbohm 
and Lohrke wired McCormick, ‘‘Cabies dull 
andinactive, but a better feeling exists.’’ 
Nothing was heard from New York or Chicago 
early in the day about any export 
purchases. Export clearances from four 
Atiantic ports for the week were 
1,504,000 bu, against 1,931,690 bu the preceding 
week .——The export of wheat from San Fran- 
cisco during the month of May amounted to 
1,430,398 bu and of flour 87,402 barrels. 
is the smallest shipment of wheat 
during any month since last Novem- 
ber. The stock of wheat in store at San 
Francisco May 1 was 396,900 bu, against 245,930 
buat the corresponding time of last year. 
Whether the Cudahy clique was out of 
the iong side or not remained a mystery, 
though most of the leading traders in the 
home market believed they were. Speaking of 
this and the export demand, a prominent New 
York shipper said last Thursday, ‘‘There are 
now about 1,500,000 bushels of No. 
2 red wheat here, of which only

BOGUS BUITER LAWS. 

The bill levying a tax of 5 cents a pound 
on oleomargarine,which passed the House 
by a majority of 76, is now in the hands of 
a Senate committee, The power of Con- 
gress to raise a revenue by taxing oleo- 
margarine is as indisputable as the power 
to ralse a revenue from a tax on whisky 
or beer. But the power to raise a revenue 
by taxing whisky, beer or oleomargarine 
is one thing, and the power to levy a tax 
on their manufacture, not for the sake of 
revenue, but for the avowed purpose of 
suppressing such manufacture and pro- 
tecting some rival interest, is quite another 
thing. 

The advocates of this bill have made no 
secret of their purpose to protect the dairy 
interest by suppressing the manufacture 
of oleomargarine, A tax levied for the 
suppression of a business is not a tax 
levied to derive a revenue from it, and the 
opponents of this bill have asked its ad- 
vocates what warrant they find in the 
Constitution for any such legislation. One 
answer has been that oleomargarine is 
unwholesome food; that it is a counterfeit 
article, saleable to consumers only under 
false labels and by fraudulent representa- 
tions, and that under the ‘‘general-wel- 
fare“ clause Congress has power to 
legislate for the protection of the public 
health and the preservation of public 
morals, 

By this process of reasoning Congress 
can derive from the ‘‘general welfare” 
clause the power to tax to death, or other- 
wise suppress, the whisky business, the 
beer business or any other business for 
moral or sanitary reasons, or to benefit 
some other business interest by such sup- 
pression. This enactment is therefore 
criticised as the exercise of a doubtful and 
dangerous power, hitherto regarded as re- 
served among the police powersof the sev- 
eral States, and there is an impression 
abroad that the President will veto the 
bill on the ground that the purpose of the 
measure belongs constitutionally to the 
domain of State legislation and should be 
left where it belongs. 

There can be no doubt that each State 
has full jurisdiction of the oleomargarine 
trade within its own borders, and full 
power to regulate or suppress that trade. 
A New York decision, resting upon some 
peculiarity of the Constitution of that 
State, has denied the power of the New 
York Legislature to prohibit the manufact- 
ure or sale of oleomargarine, but the 
highest judicial authority has sustained 
such legislation in other States, and the 
people of New York can amend their Con- 
stitution and confer the same power on 
their Legislature. Exercising its own dis- 
cretion according to its own interests and 
views of publio policy, each State will soon 
find away to deal effectively with this 
oleomargarine question. 

All the statutes hitherto enacted to pre- 
vent fraud in the sale of the article have 
been ineffectual. Because fraud was so 
easy and the evasion of the regulations so 
profitable, absolute suppression of the 
manufacture came to be regarded as the 
only remedy. But powerful interests are 
arrayed against this remedy, and public 
sentiment prefers as a solution of the 
problem some law which would permit the 
manufacture and sale under regulations 
securing consumers from imposition. 
Nobody should object tothe sale of the 
stuff to persons who are willing to buy it 
when sold in its own name, and it does 
seem that properly framed laws making 
ita Penitentiary offense to fraudulently 
sell a counterfeit of any article of food 
would soon stop dealers from selling oleo- 
margarine as butter. The notoriety of its 
composition and the almost universal 
aversion to it would then afford the pro- 
ducers of genuine butter all the protec- 
tion they need.

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THE bill introduced in the House of 
Representatives by Mr. BoUTELLE, which 
would double the duty on imported fish, 
is based on an unsound economic view, 
and should be defeated. All legislation 
tending to increase the price of food is 
wrong in principle and opposed tothe pub- 
lic interest. The fact that Mr. BOUTELLE’s 
bill receives the warm indorsement of the 
New England fishermen is no argument 
in its favor, for every increase of tariff 
must redound to the benefit of a special 
class at the expense of thegeneral public. 
The long enforcement of the corn laws in 
England was made possible bya mistaken 
belief that the general prosperity 
could be promoted by keeping 
up the price of oereals for the special 
benefit of a class, and it required a deso- 
lating Irish famine to awaken the Govern- 
ment to the necessity of cheaper bread, 
which was obtained through the prompt 
repeal of the corn laws. Efforts to in- 
crease the cost of living cannot be popular 
in this country, and general opposition to 
all such efforts will be irresistible in the 
future when the country shall bear a 
denser population and shall approach 
more nearly tothe economic conditions 
which obfain in the Old World.

FOREIGN ECHORS, 


THERE appears to be a general consensus of 
opinion in London to the effect thatthe exhi- 
bition of the Royal Academy is not up to its 
ordinary standard.

Cockie-leekie is only got in perfection in a few 
London Hotels. ilts are worn chiefly by 
visitors from the South. I was four years at 
Edinburgh University, and there was only one 
student in my classes with red hair. He came 
from Plymouth. 


Tur news from Burmah is of the gloomest 
character. The imeendiary fires continue. In 
Mandalay alone, 4,000 houses have been de- 
stroyed and the city begins to wear the aspect 
of aruin. Taany and Madayaare in ashes, 
and the worst of it is, thatthe authorities ac- 
knowledge that they are almost powerless 
against this mode of attack on the part of the 
rebels. Itis now obvious that there is a much 
stronger antagonism to British rule among 
certain sections of the people than 
was at first anticipated, but on the 
other hand it must be remembered that for- 
eign dominion, even when it brings the biess- 
ings of freedom and good government, must. 
create atthe commencement, a certain amount 
of exasperation which, in time, will yield to 
more genial feelings; and if the authorities ex- 
ercise a resolute firmness in suppressing re- 
bellion and at the same time proye to the na- 
tive population that British rule is beneficent 
the Burmese will soon regard British authority 
with the same satisfaction and affection with 
which itis now regarded in the other prov- 
inces of India. 


THE depression in South Australia through 
the failure of the wheat crop last harvest is 
stated to be absolutely appalling. Farmers in 
several districts have petitioned the govern- 
ment for a supply of seed wheat, offering in 
one case to pay with flrewood, and in other 
cases to pay 5 per cent interest on a loan for 
the purchase of seed, and to repay the prin- 
cipal after next harvest if they have an aver- 
age of at least five bushels peracre. One of 
the petitions, signed by forty-five farmers, 
states that the largest quantity of wheat 
reaped by any of them last harvest was halt a 
bushel per acre, while in twenty-nine cases 
none at all was taken off the land. 


THE undersigned and rather inert Belgians 
are not yet educated up to the level of a foot- 
ball match. The English colony at Brussels 
has lately established a foot-ball club, and 
one of the papers gives the folowing account 
of arecent match: 

The arena was indicated by arow of flags. 
The ball was solemnly placed between the two 
camps. A vigorous kick announces the be- 
ginning of the game. A number of young 
men are at once seen rolling onthe ground, 
entangled one with another and bumping each 
other about. As soon as one of the prayers, 
bruised and lacerated, seizes the ball, a mob 
pursues him—tlrows him over—buries him be- 
neath a pile of arms and legs, and seizes b 
force the precious prey, which the brave fel- 
low presses to his heart. A curious effect is 
the grave silence during the battle; these 

oung gentlemen are careful not to look as if 
they were there for play. The frenzied and 
brutal strife lasted for more than an hour. Many 
passers-by, noticing the pitiable condition of 
the players, inguired if there had been an ac- 
cident. ‘‘No; lt is only the English amusing 


themselves.’’ 

The French have proverbialized Britons for 
taking their pleasure sadly, but the Belgians 
seem rather disposed to credit them with tak-

Fer- 
haps you will call it self-conscious vanity ; but

Logan’s Back Yard.

That was a serious charge which Gen. Logan 
lodged against his fellow-senators the other 
day when opposition was made to a bill intro- 
duced by himself, which prohibited the ex- 
tension of a street in the District of Columbia.

For 
his own peace of mind and the everlasting 
security of his back yard he asked his breth- 
ren to do him the favor of voting for his bill, 
and they did. In summing up the wise meas- 
ures for the promotion of human happiness 
which bave adorned the civil career of the 
favorite son of Illinois the future historian 
will not be apt to overlook the statesmanlike 
measure which secured from the ravages of 
fellow-Senators the General’s back yard.

The Trouble Caused by the Excavation for 
the New Odd-Fellows’ Structure—Dr, Mo- 
Carthy Friends Looking for Him in the 
Ruins—The Doctor All Bight—Details of 
the Accident. 


At9o’clock this morning the dozen people 
in the buliding at No. 812 Olive street were 
alarmed by a series ot loud crumbling noises 
and a moment later the whole western wall of 
the structure fellinto the excavation on its 
westeide, which was made for the foundation 
ot the new Odd-Fellows’ Hall. Asit happened 
the men and women in the building were so 
distributed throughout its various rooms tnat 
none were killed or even injured in any way by 
the accident. The house is the last toward the 
weet of a row of four, the property 
of M. A. W. Fagin. The building is 
three stories in height. The first floor was 
occupied by Frank Gregory, who kept asa- 
loon. The main and hall-room on the second 
floor was occupied by Dr. J. J, McCarthy. The 
two rooms immediately back of Dr. McOar- 
thy’s office were rented out to Hebert & Cole, 
publishers. The front and two ball 


rooms on the third floor were the quarters of 
the janitor of the building, Charles Oyster, and 
Misses Alice Austin and Dottie Noble, two ac- 
tresses at the Casino Theater. The rear rooms 
on the third floor were the job printing 
office of H. B. Crole, and the tailoring estab- 
lishment of Louis Stull. 
WHEN THE WALL FELL IN 

it carried with it two flights of the stairway built 
in the hall, thus shutting off escape for those 
in the second and third flocrs. Messrs. 
Hebert and Cole, who were in their office when 
the wall gave way, got out through a window 
leading to the nn roof of the 
fret , tull, Crole, Oyster 

ad the young women ot 
out in the same manner, and Harry Stull, a iad 
of 10 years, made a desperate jump from the 
third-sto window to the roof below and 
escaped without ascratch. The balance of the 
people in the place made their way out to the 
street as best they could. 

Shortly after the accident occurred the Com- 
missioner of Public Bullding, Mr. Kiedus, 
visited the place and made an examination, in 
order to fix the responsibility. He found that 
a bank of ground about fourfeet in width 
stood between the excavation and the wall. 
When such excavations are over fifteen 
in depth the owner of the new building is re- 

uired to place braces and supports on the ad- 
jacent buildings. Otherwise the owners of ad- 

ining property are required to see that 
such property is out of danger. The 
intervening bank of ground in this case is 
owned by Mr. Fagin, who claims that he re- 
fused the request of the contractor who is 
engaged in making the excavation, Joseph 
Brown, to dig into it and therefore lays 
the blame of the accident on the 
Owners of the new building, Mr. 
Brown, on the contrary, claims that his 
duty ended when he notified Mr. Fagin to take 
the necessary measures to protect this prop- 
erty. The Commissioner of Public Buildings 
bad nothing to say on the subject beyond the

DISPATCH reporter that he knew the accident 
was inevitable, and had tried to guard against 
it but withoutavail.

The City Council met this morning, Mayor 


Maxwell Himself Confident and His Attor- 
neys Equally sanguine—An_ Interview 
with the Prisoner—The Cuolahan Matter. 


The motion of Hugh M. Brooks alias Walter 
H, Lennox Maxwell, for a new trial, comes up 
for argument in the Criminal Court Monday. 
The grounds on which the defense will ask a 
new trial have already been stated. It is not 
likely that their request will be granted, the 
sustaining of amotion foranew trial by the 
court in which the case was tried 
being a very rare thing. The Gling 
of the motion is more amatter of form 
than anything else, being a preliminary 
step to taking an appeal. Afterthe motion for 
a new trial is overruled a motion in arrest of 


From the Court of Appeals the case will be 
taken to the State Supreme Court. Itis in this 
court that Maxweil’s attorneys hope to secure 
a reversal of the lower court's decision aud a 
new trial. 

In his argument before Judge Van Wagoner 
on Monday one of the principal points Mr. 
Fauntleroy will make will be that the 
Court’s ruling in prohibiting the 
defense from examining the jurors 


as to whether they had formed any opinion on 
material facts to the issue was erroneous; that 
incompetent evidence was admitted; thut the 
McCullough business was improper, that the 
jury list handed the attorneys for the defense 
was incorrect; thatthe admission of testimony 
in regard to the post-mortem examination 
made of Prelier’s body during the trial with- 
out notification to the defense was wrong, and 
that one of the jurors, 
MR. CUOLAHAN, 

had previously expressed an opinion in the 
case, showiug him to be strongly prejudiced 
against the defendant. The aftidavit 
of Mr. Miesler that Coulahan 
had expressed such an opinion has already 
been filed, and Constable Friese, and possibly 
some otners, will make affidavit to the same 
effect. Cuolahan has already made affidavit 
denying that he expressed any opinion in the 
case to Miesler orany one else,and claims that 
the whole business is aconcoction of Miesler 
and Friese to injure him because of their en- 
mity to him. Whether the Supreme Court will 
order another trial of the case remains to be 
Seen. If they do not, it will be appealed to the 
United States Supreme Court on the same con- 
stitutional point as the Jack Hayes case, that the 
State was allowed to make too many chal- 
lenges in the selection ofajury. If the Hayes 
case is decided by the United States Supreme 
Court before the State Supreme Court has 
passed on the Maxwell case, this final appeal 
will not, of course, be taken, unless the ruling 
of the United States Court is favorable to 
Hayes. 

Judge Van Wagoner’s decision in regard to 
Juror Coulahan, or to any of the fattsin the 
case, will be final, the State Supreme Court 
merely passing on the law in the case. The 
question of the admission of Meer- evi- 

ence and other legal issues will be passed 
on by the United States Supreme Court. 

CIRCUIT ATTORNEY CLOVER 

in speaking of the matter to-day said: ‘‘There 
is Only one point made in the motion for a new 
trial that, in my opinion, amounts to any- 
thing, and thatisthe admission of improper 
evidence.

HOOTING AT HARRY. 


The Howling Reception Given Dixey and 
„Adonis“ in London. 


By Telegraph to the Poer-Dis raren. 
New YorK, June 12.—A morning paper, un- 
der date of June 2, publishes the following 
London correspondence: A house packed to 
the very doors greeted Dixey last Monday 
night when the curtain rose on the first per- 
formance of Adonis“ before a London audi- 
ence.

MAD BETTIE TRAVIS. 


A Handsome Texas Girl Terrorizes Several 
Households and Law Officers. 


New YORK, June 12.—A Paris (Tex.) special 
to the Times says: Officers captured a girl 
named Bettie Travis yesterday, near the town 
of Baird, ten miles from here. She was a 
raving maniac when found and had taken pos- 
session of a corn-crib on a farm neer the town 
and, armed witharifie and pistol, would al- 
low no one to come near. The girl has an ex- 
traordinary record, and is locally famous for 
her remarkabie bravado and grit. She is only 


18 years old, bas rather handsome features, 
light hair and blue ares. and weighs about 135 
pounds. She came from Hunt County, where 
she had a dispute with her parents and, 
taking everything valuable about the house, 
she left the country, followed by a constable 
who endeavored to rest her, but she repeat- 
edly chased him back at the point of her Win- 
chester. She was a splendid shot. Coming to 
Baird, she stopped with relatives with whom 
she fell outina few days and threatened to 
kill them. Again the law officer was called in, 
when she fired on the constable, who fied, not 
being able to return fire on the girl. Crossing 
into the Indian Territory about two weeks ago, 
she entered the family of Dr. Miller as a serv- 
ant. Tuesday last While Dr. Miller was absent, 
the girl startied Mrs. Miller and the 
Choctaw servants about the house by suddenly 
appearing dressed in a complete suit of men’s 
clothing. She took the doctor’s Winchester 
and revolvers and drove everyone out of the 
house at the point of apistol. The two male 
Choctaw servants regarded her as an 
evil spirit incarnate and fled to 
the woods. Helping herself to what 
money and jewelry she could find 
in the house, the girl mounted one of the doc- 


locked up inthe Essex Market prison yester- 
day. They were accused of conspiracy. It 
was alleged the men procured the woman to 
swear falsely to an affidavit that Chas. O. 
Sears is the father of her child not yet born. 
The woman admits ber guilt. Sears was for- 
merly deputy city clerk of Buffalo, living at 
134 Seventh street in that city. On Mayé4, 
1885, his wife, Francis M. Sears, deserted him, 
taking with her her two children, Thomas 
and Earl, lland 9 years old. It was alleged 
that J. O. Barnes of this city, and the head of 
the firm of Barnes & Hegerer, the largest dry 
goods merchants in Buffalo, was her com- 
panion in her flight. On January 16 last, 
Sears broughtan action against Barnes for 
$100,000 for having alienated his wife’s affec- 
tions, and sued his wife for divoree. He as- 
serted that she and Barnes lived together in 
this city at the Manhattan Hotel, and at the 
Delano Hotel in Greenwich, Conn. On May 
25 last, Sears says he received a letter from 
Lawyer Bolles who wrote that the woman 
Thatcher, was about to become a 
mother and was heart-broken at the dis- 
covery, as she was engaged to marry an 
estimable young man and feared if discovered 
he would cast her off. The lawyer, Sears de- 
clares, asked if he would help her of his free 
willor whether she would be compelled to 
begin legal proceedings against him. Sears 
handed the letter to Lawyer Burr who called 
on Inspector Byrnes. Detective Sergeants 
Heidelberg, Dolan and Hickey were placed on 
the case. They learned the following facts: 
On February 10, last, May was flirting at Four- 
teenth street and Sixth avenue. A man about 
35 years of age, 5 feet 7 inches tall, 
very sharp face, with dark com- 
plexion and full beard, lifted his hat and 


bowed to her. The man was A. J. Wightman, 
a detective in Sammy Lowell’soflice.

“BARRY GRAY.” 


Death of Robert Barry Coffin, the Venerable 
Author and Bohemian. 


By Telegraph to the PostT-DISPATcH. 

NEw Tonk, June 12.—Robert Barry Coffin, 
the once celebrated Barry Gray, died at his 
residence in Fordham at 6o0’clock yesterday 
evening. The venerable author and Bo- 
hemian had become feeble and for months 
had been unable to leave his bed. His wife 
and two sons were present when he fell asleep 
for the last time. Barry Gray’’ spent the 


last six years of his life asan attache of the 
Custom-house. Three months ago he resigned 
from the service. He had to be carried 
up-stairs when he drew his salary 
for the last time. Last summer 
his only daughter died andthe old man did 
not recover fromthe shock. He will be bur- 
led in the old family cemetery at Hudson on 
Monday. It was sixty yearsago that ‘‘Barry 
Gray’’ was born, but not until the 
forties was he known as a man of literary tal- 
ent. He was a member of the Coffin family of 
Cape Cod, a descendent of old Admiral Coffin 
and a relative of Present Truthful Coffin. Mr. 
Coffin was an exceedingly small, slim man 
with a Shakspearian head and face, an 
keen, bright eyes. He succeeded T. B. Ald- 
rich as critic for the Home Journal, and it was 
chiefly in this position that he 
MADE HIMSELF KNOWN. 

In his day he associated with Charles Dickens, 
Washington Irving, Nathaniel Hawthorne, 
Henry »ngfellow and many other famous 
authors. He wrote a number of books, among 
which were ‘‘Married Life at Hillside,’’ ‘‘Out 
of Town,’’ ‘‘Infelicities of Married Life,’’ and 
Cakes and Ale. Mr. Coffin was a princely 
host, and his dinners were kaown all over the 
country. Deepdown inthe fat and ancient 
Ptafft’s cellar on Broadway Barry Gray’’ used 
to hold high wassail with the Bohemians. He 
was one ofthe brightest of that brilliant and 
witty company, so few of whom are alive to- 
day. At the dipping-around table, where 
Walt Whitman read his ‘*Yawps,’’ 
where Fitz Greene Halleck cracked jokes, 
and where Artemus Ward tried to make 
the democrats of literature believe that he was 
born to be an undertaker, Mr. Coffin was in 
his glory. At the head of the table would be 
Henri C. Clapp, the little, be-whiskered ‘‘ King 
of Bohemia,’’ full of learning and poverty.

YSEULT DUDLEY. 


The Would-Be Murderess of O’Donovan 
Rossa to Return to England. 
By Telegraph to the POST-DISPATCH. 

NEW YORK, June 12. — It is under- 
stood that Mrs. Yseult Dudley, the 
woman who shot O' Donovan Rossa in Febru- 
ary 18, 1885, will leave these shores in afew 
days for England. She was transferred last 
Monday from the Middletown Asylum, to 
which she was committed by order of the 
Court, tothe Insane Asylum at Auburn. The 


friend who has at this late date intervened in 
her behalf is at present unknown. He is 
understood to be a gentleman of social promi- 
nence and rank in England. This gentlemen, 
so the story goes, sympathized with Mrs. 
Dudley at the time she became a nurse in 
the Queen Charlotte Lying-in Hospital, 
Marylebone road, London, and after she had 
told a story of having been betrayed by an 
ay me clergyman, who was already married, 
he became very attentive to her, taking her 
out riding and giying her money very fre- 
quently. Lateron, when she left the hospital 
and attempted suicide she was conveyed toa 
Sussex asylum, where the friend occasionally 
visited her, the asylum people saying that his 
visits had a soothing effect on ber. In bis 
presence Mrs. Dudley was always very quiet. 
After she came to New York she frequently 
wrote to him, and, beyond regretting that 
she was not in Eng and, she was very 
happy here. Mrs, Dudley was born in 
Paris, October 1, 1860, the illegitimate 
child of an officer in the Scots Grays, 
who afterward went to New Zealand to at- 
tend to some business there. He does not 
seem to have taken any interest in her, merely 
paying for her education. What became of 

er mother is not known. After completing 
her education she became a governess and 
traveled. through Italy, Norway, France, 
Russia, Switzerland, Germany and England. 
It was while she wasin the South of Engiand 
that she metthe clergyman whom she married, 
the ceremony afterward proving to be a mock 
one. By this clergyman she ha 

A CHILD NAMED MARGUERITE. 

On the birth of the child an allowance was 
made Mrs. Dudley by the clergyman, and on 
this she lived. Early n 1882 the 
child died, the money from the 
clergymen ceased and Mrs. Dudley began 
to show signs of insanity. She attempted to 
secure employment as an artist's model, and 
failing in this, attempted suicide, but failed. 
Then she atteinpted to procure work in vari- 
ous ways, but always seemed to meet with 
failure. These disappointments made her 80 
despondent that suicide was again attempted, 
after which she was confined in Milbank 
Prison. Before this, after the death of her 
child, she visited Hastings where, with money 
obtained from no one knows where, she lived 
for a while and became noted for her furious 
riding and dangerous hunting. She was a 
woman of singularjfascination, and an old and 
wealthy surgeon become so enamored of her 
that they were about to be married when his 
4 daughters prevented the union. 

rs. Dudley was bitter over her disappoint- 
ment and left the place heavily in debt, prom- 
ising to settle the account of her landlady 
from the proceeds of a life insurance policy,

MICHIGAN’S CROP. 


„Thin on the Ground’’—Serious Damage by 
the Hessian Fly Reported. 


LANSING, Mich., June 12.—Michigan crop re- 
ports for June state that the condition of 
wheat in the southern four tiers of counties is 
84 per cent, indicating a yield of 14% bushels 
per acré, and in the northern counties, 92 per 
cent, indicating a yield of 18 4-5 bushels per 


acre. Damage by the Hessian fly is reported 
by 69 correspondents. The crop is generally 
spoken of as thin on the ground.“ The total 
num ber of bushels reported marketed in the 
ten months beginning with August is placed 
at 13,520,434, or about 44 per cent of the crop 
of 188. Tne quantity remaining in farmers’ 
hands is 12 per cent of the crop in the northern 
division and 7 per centin the southern divi- 
sion. The area of corn is 2 per cent less, of 
oats 2 per cent ene, and of barley 5 per 
cent less than in 1885. In condition oats and 
barley are each 97 per cent.

Jack Figg, the Champion and Reformer— 
Jews in the Ring—A Celebrated Fight in 
1878—Doings of a Giant—Randall’s Inno- 
vation —Josh Hudson, the John Bull 
Fighter’—The Men of To-Day and Their 
Style—Positions Shown by Instantaneous 
Views.

Above is presented a picture of a celebrated 
print of the great prize battle between Richard 
Humphreys and Daniel Mendoza, which took 
place January 9, 1788, almost 100 years ago.

In those days 
most of the big fights took place in rings 
erected on platforms in rooms (which shows 
how history repeats itself), and the seconds 
were not obliged to leave the ring at the be- 
ginning of around, but kept close to their 
men all through it, advising or encouraging 
them, as the case might be. Where 
the rules are not strictly enforced 
this custom is not wholly obsolete. Mendoza, 
the wiuner, was a Jew, and let me say that 
whenever a Jew bas become a pugilist he has

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AN AMERICAN BANKER’S PEDESTRIAN TOUR 
THROUGH ENGLAND. 


Observations in the Old Land—Lords and Peo- 
ple—The British Boy—The Agricultural 
Laborer ~ Horses and Farms—Mr. Bun- 
ner’s New Book.

Our American banker, who withholds his 
name, gives a very pleasant account. of his 
tour and what he saw in the land of his fore- 
fathers. Very wisely, it seems to us, the 
author has carefully avoided anything like a 
critical or fault-finding spirit. He has not at- 
tempted to turn England and the English inside 
out, as a former—we may say several former— 
authors have done. He has simply endeav- 
ored to present a series of pictures of his 
walks and strolis through rural England, re- 
marking pleasantly at the same time on any- 
thing that struck him as differing inany way 
from American habits or customs. The book 
is essentially a book of notes; it is noteven 
divided into chapters, but each séries of re- 
marks is separated from the next by a trip- 
let of asterisks in the approved memoranda 
style. . 

Although the hook is by an American 
Banker,’’ it does not, as might be supposed, 
deai at all with dry financial or other business 
matters. The nearest approach to anything 
of the kind is an exhaustive description of 
the inner work of the Bank of England, which 
is as interesting to general readers as any 
other portion of the book. Our banker appears 
to be a sensible sort of fellow; of an observant 
and somewhat philosophical turn of mind; 
given to searching into causes, as bearing 
upon their relative effects, and considerably 
more interested in farming than in finance. 

Among the first things thatappear to strike 
him in his strolls through England is the ques- 
tion of ‘‘Right of Way. This is, and always 
has been, a burning question between the 
lords of the soll, usually noblemen or large 
landed gentry, and the humble artisans, farm - 
ers and shopkeepers who dwell upon their 
property. As the author very truly remarks, 
„the lords, squires or parsons rule 80 
arbitrarily over their population that the 
servile villagers hardly dare speak, think or 
act, without finding out in advance the will 
and wishes of the ruling magnates.’’ 

But there is one point on which these serfs 
dare to contend with their feudal lords, and 
this is on the question ot Right of Way. 
It has been a law in England from time im- 
moral that when the public have used a cer - 
tain pathway, no matter where situated, for a 
given number of years, it belongs of right to 
them. The lords of the soil, however, who 
guard with jealous care, every rood of the 
land they own, unvariably object to these 
rights of the public where they happen to 
traverse their parks or pleasure grounds, and 
not infrequently endeavor to oust the long- 
suffering public from their rights. But at this 
point the trodden worm invariably 
turns, hot aggresssively or wiciously, but sim- 
ply objectingly. Our author relates an amus- 
ing instance at Snole Park, the property of 
Lord Sackville. .‘‘For sixty years the inhab- 
itants of Seven Oaks had had unobstructed 
footpath right over it, when the lord suddenly 
closed it. An indignation meeting was held. 
At its close a vast crowd marched to the en- 
trance of the park, wrenched from the ground 
the posts and chains with which the path was 
obstructed, and deposited them in front of the 
main entrance to the mansion, singing the 
while ‘Rule Britannia’ and the ‘National An- 
them. 


This is such a delightfully true -to- nature 
illustration of the Englishman's good 
humored, bloodless way of settling his dim 
culties with the higher powers that it bears 
the stamp of truth upon its face, These same 
lords of the soil are responsible for the innu- 
merable tunneis through which the different 
railways cut their way to the north. The 
landed gentry will not—absolutely will not 
have their parks and estates defaced by rail- 
road tracks, and as their voice is all powerful 
in the land there is nothing left for the oom 
panies but to tunnel. 


Glancing at the farming interests of En- 
gland, our banker takes the opportunity to 
correct a popular erroronthis point. He 
states that in spite of England’s great manu- 
facturing interests, generally supposed to be 
her main hold upon commerce, her best in- 
terest to-day is agriculture, and her best hold 
always has been agriculture. She cultivates 
wheat to perfection. ‘‘Costly lands, an 
abundance of fertilizers, plenty of labor and 
an immense demand for every product of the 
farm at the very gate of the farm are reasons 
enough for making the most of every foot of 
England’s farming lands. In 1872 the United 
Kingdom raised 100,000,000 bushéis of wheat. 

The writer expresses himself as greatly dis- 
appointed with the poor, little, sickly speci- 
mens of British juvenile humanity which he 
came across in the great public schools—nota- 
bly Rugby, Eton and Harrow. Ue expresses 
himself as much astonished to find that none 
of the Rugby boys—‘ ‘the crowd of rather deli- 
cate looking boys’’—seemed to know much 
about the highway that would take them to 
London, a distance of seventy miles over 
highways the finest and pleasantest in the 
world. He met them also in London, home 
in vast swarms forthe holidays, often dressed 
in a most amusingly antique, high-hatted and 
wide-collared style, and expresses the upinion 
that, as a class, they were by no means as 
rudy and white, and strong on their legs, 
as American boys of the same age and class. 

Apparently our banker does not admire the 
English laborer much more than the English 
boy, for he returns to him again and again in 
later pages, picking him up with thumb and 
finger and holding him out to general disap - 
probation with ill-concealed disgust. ‘*The 
traditional ingrained agricultural laborer of 
the country,’’ he observes, ‘‘is, in very many 
cases, so stupid, so ignorant, so devoid of all 
ambition to get out of the plough ruts in which 
he and his progenitors have been traveling 
like cattle for many hundred years, as to rank 
in the mind of the careful observer only a 
shade above the domestic beasts among 
which his life has all been spent.’’ 


But if the laborer of England does not meet 
with the writer’s approval asa fine specimen 
of animal flesh, the dray horse does. I was 
surprised and filled with admiration,’’ re- 
marks he, ‘‘whenI first saw specimens of this 
splendid animal in the streets of London and 
Liverpool, or saw the stalwart fathers of these 
Clydesdale giants making their slow jaunts for 
service through the farming districts.’’ Some 
of these animals weigh a ton and a half. The 
traffic of London demands the use of single 
teams of the largest capacity—teams that re- 
quire the minimum of buman attendance and 
the smallest space possible combined with the 
largest possible carrying capacity. 

Our banker gives us a pretty thorough de- 
scription of the true inwardness of English 
horse racing, in which he seems to be in- 
terested. Healso waxes indignant over the 
wrongs of the British soldier, whom he states 
to be a victim of poor pay and overwork. It 
must be owned that in many respects the 
guardian of British honor has a good deal to 
complain ot. gh et n * 
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discovered of which people who have lived g 
England all their lives are ignorant. The 
work is a literary exemplification of the pro- 
verb that ‘‘lookers on see most of the 
game.’’ It is readable and interesting with- 
out being sufficiently so to deserve any very 
extra commendation or tobe likely to rank 
either asa standard or a classic.

Mr. H. C. Bunner’s novel The Midge, 

will not be likely to increase any small sbreds 

of reputation he may have acquired by his 

„Airs from Arcady and Else where. There 

is a great and perceptible effort at originality 

and an obvious failure to achieve that desir- 
able end. Like bread cut with a knife 
previously used for onions, ‘‘The Midge“ 
savors unpleasantly of a racked brain 
and desk work. The  characters—there 
are but two worthy of the name—commence 
by being unnatural and overstrained, and de- 
velop with the story into the most common- 
place and uninteresting beings imaginable. 
Add to this that the bookisnot overwell 
written andis badly compiled and concluded 
in a desperate hurry, as if the writer were 
tired of his work and glad to turn it out of hand 
at any price, and you have a very Mir conclu- 
sion of the author's latest literary effort. 
The story opens well. In fact the most ex- 

asperating thing connected with the book is 
that the first fifteen pages, which form a sort 
of prologue to the story, give a promise 
which is not fulglied in the body of the work. 
A woman is dying in the Brasserie Pigault,’’ 
asmall tavern kept by another woman, who 
appears to have some compassion for her own 
sex, since she is caring for this poor invalid 
and ber helpless child. The dying woman, an 
actress, sent neither for the doctor nor the 
priest, but for a certain Doc Peters, who was 
neither one nor the other, but a little of 
both. He seemed to be a sort of Good Samari- 
tan in this poverty-stricken French district of 
New York. Headministered what little con- 
solation the case was capable of, listened to 
the woman’s story, saw her eyes close in 
death, provided for the child and went home. 
He was a bachelor and his means small, but 
he paid for a coffin forthe dead stranger, and 
‘fashare of a grave in some God-forsaken 
cemetery in New Jersey,’’ and then proceeded 
to write to the child’s only relation in En- 
gland (a certain Sir Richard Talbot), and 
placed himself in communication with the 
French Benevolent Society. The end of it 
was, however, that he had to adopt the 
child; for her relations in England would 
none of her, and the little girl herself ran 
away from the family in which he had placed 
her andsought refuge with him. So we are 
presented with the curious spectacle of a mid- 
dle-aged, eccentric bachelor, living in apart- 
ments, adoptinga girlof 12 and bringing her 
up without the aid of anything in the shape of 
a woman exceptacook. He did perform this 
difficult task, however, much to his own satis- 
faction, and presumably to the girl’s, and 
the manner in which he did it forms the story. 
Of course he fellin love with her, though he 
did not discover this fact until a younger and 
more attractive man had asked him for her 
hand, shortly after the doctor had pulled 
him out of a scrape into which 
he had fallen by first promis- 
ing marriage to the daughter of some 
card sharpers at Valparaiso and then desert- 
ing her. Being safely off with the old love, 
this young gentleman thought he could not do 
better than to be on with a new pe, and se- 
lected ‘‘Midge’’to fill that honorable position, 
much to the anguish of their mutual benefac- 
tor. The latter, however, made no sign, and 
the young couple were married, in consider- 
able haste, so faras can be judged from the 
tale; after which we may as well conclude in 
the writer’s own words: ‘‘And that’s the end 
of the story.’’
